and is a fine silky growth of a 


bright yellow color with clusters of 
white blossoms. In the beginning 
it grows from seed and attaches it- 
self to some other plant. It soon 
breaks loose from the ground and 
draws its nutriment like a true 
parasite, from the deomed plant to 
which it attaches itself. It is es- 
pecially partial to alfalfa, winding 
itself about the succulent stalks and 
exhausting the juices until they 
die. Although at first the vine 
only attacks a single stalk it spreads 
with the greatest rapidity, reach- 
ing in every direction and attach- 
ing itself to every branch of the 
plant. Soon it will have taken in 
a large circle with the center en- 
tirely dead and a golden colered 
border around it. According te 
the correspondent’s experience it 
would seem conclusive that the 
dodder comes from seed with al- 
falfa. From one sowing of alfalfa 
there was not a particle of dodder; 
but in a field immediately adjacent 
sowed from another lot of seed, 
the parasite made its appearance 
the very first season. One of the 
worst features of the parasite is the 
facility with which it propagates 
itself and the ease with which it is 
apt to be conveyed from one field 
to another, uuless the greatest care 
be used. If a small piece of the 
vine be dropped upon any green 
plant, it will attach itself thereto 
and at once proceed to spread it- 
self in every direction and kill 
everything with which it comes in 
contact. In cutting alfalfa, which 
is infected with dodder, the ma- 
chine and rake will scatter pieces 
of the parasitical vine in all direc- 
tions, and from a single plant an 
entire field of many acres will 
quickly become infested. If a field 
becomes badly infested the only 
remedy isto plow it up, but if there 
are only a few spots where dodder 
is growing it may be remdved by 
cutting off the alfalfa plants below 
the vine with asharp hoe, carrving| fi) 
them away and destroying them. 
Or dry straw may be put on the 
infested spot and burned. This 
will effectually destroy the weed 
and will not injure the alfalfa. As 
a piece of the vine no more than 
two or three inches long is sufficient 
to propagate itself, it will doubt- 
less be found far preferable to 
destroy it by fire wherever found 
and to take no risks in scattering it 
about as would inevitably be the 
case were it to be cut down and 


carried away. A little diligence at 


the start in preventing the spread 
of dodder is all that is needed to 
keep the alfalfa field clear of the 
parasite.

If there was any probability ef 


the Cleveland tariff policy being

There is no 
branch of husbandry that dissem- 
inates more meney among the peo- 
ple in proportion to the capital in- 
vested than wool-growing, and 
there is nothing that our people 
would feel more sensibly than to 
have this cut off.

All day Saturday, Sunday and 
Monday people continued to visit 
the Fair. On Saturday night the 
crowd seemed about as large as 
usual though the San Franciseo ex- 
cursionists had gone. The speeches 
were delivered in the pavilion com- 
mencing about eight o’clock after 
music by the band. This humble 
writer had the honor of introducing 
Judge Freer and Hon. C. S. Young. 
The Judge gave the people some 
good advice on the subject of fruit 
culture and highly complimented 
the Fair. He predicted many good 
results of this splendid exhibit and 
expatiated on the many attractions 
of Butte county. Professor Young 
delivered the following eloquent 
speech in a highly oratorial manner 
very much to the edification of the 
large audience: 


A few hours ago, on my way to this 


Fair, I passed over the deep snow 
banks on the Sierras. Let it be re- 


membered, too, that now we stand 
withia a few miles, within seeing dis- 
tance, of frozen gorges and snowclad 
hills, Dropped, as we some of your 
visitors have been from Sierra’s icy 
mountains into the presence of these 
Summer scenes aud these golden 
fruits,we seem to have realized golden 
visions and romantic dreams, a true 
account of which would read to our 
Easteru friends like a fairy tale. 

Tue Golden State is indeed golden. 
The sands, which attracted hither the 
Argenauts of 49, were for a time 
transformed into the vellow money of 
the ancients, leter into fields of golden 
grain, and now rapidly are transform- 
ing into orchards of golden fruits, The 
land of the Montezumas, whose civili- 
zation bad over ita dismal cloud and 
around it arayless border, now sup- 
ports a new civilization whose sky is 
sunshine and whose every prospect is 
tinged with the golden hues of hope! 
In the sweet gardens around the old 
mining camps grow not only wreaths 
for each toil but golden fruits out irom 
the golden sands. 

But in all this stretch of country, 
famed in romance, from San Diego to 
Siskiyou, there are no such golden 
views as to-night at Oroville, and 
under this canvas tent. Why, I learn 
myself, for the first time, what means 
a Citrus Fair. Here, of course, I ex- 

to ind fair women and brave 
men, for I have met the Argonauis 
and other representatives of Oroville 
all over the Pacific slope as well as east 
of the Mississippi. I did not expect to 
see, however, made out of golden 
frui's, a dw ling cotta o, church or 
workship, candlestick, door, pyramid, 
bell, chair, wagov, wheelbarrow, bam- 
mock, 49er’s complete outfit, beehive, 
harp and born of plenty, yet I fiod 
more; I find this immense audi\orium 
with its numerous artistic figures 
transmuted into oue golden view, the 
like of which was never suggesied to 
the alchemist, even in hia most fanci- 
ful dreams. Within the past few years 
I have crossed the continent many 
times, visited for the purpose of sight- 
— every section of this country, 
New England, the New South and the 
New Northwest, but to methe newest 
and grandest of all sights in nature 
aod art combined which I have ever 
— is the First Butte County Citrus 

alr. 

Under such a clear December sky 
ip such a Summer clime as this, and 
in the presence of such golden fruits» 
as these on which our eyes this mo- 
ment feast, who could say that Califor- 
nia does not merit the world’s golden 
opinions, and Oroville the cogomen of 
the Gem of the Foothilis.““ 

You may talk about the Corcoran. 
Art Gallery, the Boston Art Gallery 
and all other galleries, but transport 
such an art gallery of truit as this with 
a section of such climate and surround- 
ing natural scenery as is here into the 
city of New York, and the arf galleries 
in the East would be bereft of their 
prestige and glory. 

Flowers in profusion bedeck these 
mountains and hills and are nature’s 
pereunial adornments of these winter- 
less valleys, With an experience of a 
little more than a quarter of a century,

The home which the immigrant 
seeks hither is the sacred institution, 
into whose keeping is intrusted the 
life of this republic. Here, then, there 
is no spot of ground for the socialist, 
the anarchist, or the nililist; here 10 
the purity of this social atmosphere 
and amidst these rural scenes no such 
fallen spirits would find congenial 
company. Io this golden sunsbine, 
there are no such antagonistic element; 
no, neither serfs 4s jn Russia, lazzaroni, 
as in lialy, nor peons as in Mexico; 
here every man himself is a sovereign, 
aud may be his own landlord. 

Greece and Rome flourished, only 
when their farming communities 
were prosperous; aud at ove time 
while in hight of Rome’s glory six 
acres was a farm large enough for the 
average Roman. 

The most cheering feature in Cali- 
fornia’s future prosperity is that the 
largetracts are cutting up into small 
farms and the laboreis, and not the 
landiords, own the farms. Were this 
the condition of the landed property 
in Ireland to-day there would be no 
need of Parnells and ©’ Briens, and the 
most humave mission in which the 
old man Gladstone ever has under- 
taken would now be successfully 
ended. If Irishmen owned their land 
as Frenchmen and Americans own 
theirs, free, bappy and independent 
would now be the land of Robert Em- 
mett and Daniel O’C. nnell. 

Like the towering heads of Lassen 
and Shasta, so from rural scenes the 
heads ef men are reared up in great- 
ness. This follows, since every tree 
und every vine is a teacher; every 
flower a book of art; every fruit food 
for scientific thought. 

Amidst such scenes of nature as in 
Butte, but wot grander, were reared 
the Jewish lawgiver, the great general 
who was called from the plow to be- 
come the deliverer of Rome; ainidst 
rural scenes, too, were reared Washing- 
tou, Jefferson, Adams, Madison, Mon- 
, Webster, Clay, Jack-on, Linsoln, 
aut and Garfield. 

As yet this county is less than 
th rity years old, but long before it 
celebrates its centennial birthday, I 
opine that this rich section along the 
Feather river will have its Arlingtons, 
Mount Vernons aud Monticellos; Cen- 
tral Parks, Fairmont Parks, and Gold- 
en Gate Parks. 

With such glorious displays of the 
products of its soil as have been ex- 
hibited at this Fair, and its untold 
influence in favor of this section for 
fruit above all others in the Golden 
State, the day cannot be far distant 
when Butte county will be uuiversally 
recognized as the garden of this State 
of gardens.
